(c) providing a dielectric layer on said exposed strained channel layer, as 
required by claim 20.

...(a) providing a semiconductor heterostructure comprising a relaxed Sii-xGox 
layer on a substrate, a strained channel layer on said relaxed Sii-x Gox layer, a Sii.yGey 
spacer layer, a Si layer, and a Sii-wGew layer; 

(b) removing said Sii-wGew layer to expose said Si layer; and 

(c) providing a dielectric layer on said Si layer, as required by claim 36.
